NEWS 
ITEMS. 


The Alta printers persist in spelling 
B in g h a m to n wit a “ p .” 
The temperance movement is said 
to he gathering strength in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The Woodhull libel suit is on t rial 
and both the sisters have been on tlie 
witness stand. 
There is a lively fight in Oregon 
between Slater and McComas for the 
Democratic nomination for Congress. 
A uian named Dean was killeti in 
Toronto, Canada, the other morning, 
by burglars who had broken into his 
house. 
The overland shipments of treasure 
from San Francisco are entirely sus­ 
pended this week, owing to the snow 
blockade. 
The Pine Mountain Quioksi ver Min­ 
ing Company, to operate in San Luis 
Obispo county, has been incorporated, 
with a capital of a million dollars. 
The filibustering steamer Edgar 
Stewart was seized on Tuesday for the 
wages of the seamen, but they were at 
once paid oft'and the vessel released. 
Sam Brannan proposes to plant this 
year from 100 to liiU acres of broom 
corn, and informs the Napa Reporter 
that there will be about 300 acres 
planted in the vicinity of Calistoga. 
A Montana man brags about giving 
$150 for a trio of game fowl, but a big­ 
ger fool has been found in the person 
of one Davis of Portland, who lias 
paid $2,000 for a single Black Spanish 
cock. 
All the Bannock tribe of Indians are 
to be moved on a reservation at Fort 
Hall, and put in a way to make a liv­ 
ing by honest labor; white bummers 
being particularly excluded by law 
from the reservation. 
Col. Coey, justappointed Postmaster 
of Sau Francisco, was once before ap­ 
pointed, and held the oflice eleven 
months from July 1809, but owing to 
the opiKisitior. of Senator Cole, he 
failed of confirmation. 
The First Congregational Society of 
San Bernardino has filed its articles of 
incorporation with the Secretary of 
State. Its object is to promote the 
public worship of Almighty God, and 
its place of business is San Bernar­ 
dino. 
The Mariposa Gazette of the 7tli in­ 
stant says Mr. McMeehan, who lias 
been engaged in copper mining near 
Buchanan, lias made a new discovery 
of a promising vein of copper near 
Dualton’s ranch, between the Chow- 
chillu and Fresno. 
Richard Thompson, convicted of 
murder in Lassen county in 18G7, and 
sentence commuted to imprisonment 
for life, lias been pardoned. He is 70 
years old, Imbecile and sick. His 
children will take care of him and 
save the State the trouble. 


The Weather and the Crops. 


The Philadelphia Commmcrcial Lint 
of a late date says that it is not only 
on this side of the Atlantic that the 
Winter season, so far, lias been char­ 
acterized by unusual mildness and a 
high range of the thermometer. In 
nearly all parts of Europe this feature 
exists, and its effects upon the leading 
grain markets lias been to check the 
upward movement in prices with 
which the season opened. The mild 
weather has placed the supplies within 
easy reach of the consumers, naviga­ 
tion in the wheat-growing sections of 
Europe being but little interrupted, 
even In the usually frigid Baltic, 
whence shipments ore constant. But 
this is the favorable side of the ques­ 
tion, and nfFects the present. What 
of the future ? Snow is a protection 
to the growing wheat, and both in 
Russia, Germany, and some other por­ 
tions of Hungary, little snow lias 
fallen, and there is some fear that the 
young wheat will be unearthed by 
the subsequent' frosts and perish. 
Such a result would not only place the 
next harvest In jeopardy, but make a 
bad season inevitable, notwithstanding 
the favorable weather for the au­ 
tumnal sowings and the healthy ap­ 
pearance of the young grain after it 
appeared above the surface of the soil. 
The prospect of injury from this cause 
appears to have stayed the downward 
tendency of prices in those sections 
wl^ere wheat is grown lor export, in­ 
cluding Hungary, Italy, Belgium, Al­ 
geria and Egypt. 
From Australia, 
where this business is yet in its in- 
fany, the reports are not only good, 
but excellent, a surplus of 750,000 
quarters for export to the United 
Kingdom being considered certain. 
Much of this, however, ft mitst be re­ 
membered, may be diverted from 
Gerat Britain to India, to relieve the 
distress resulting from the famine in 
the Bengal province. The present de­ 
pression in the grain markets of the 
world will have the effect of cheeking 
speculation fora time, and in this case 
the United States will come in for a 
full share of the benefit to be derived 
from a more settled condition of the 
home mar k e t .

B u f f a l o , N . Y., March 12th. 
The people of Buffalo to-day exhib­ 
ited in a marked manner their venera­ 
tion for the deceased cx-President. 
At 9 o’clock tlie family and a few 
friends of the deceased gathered at his 
resilience where services were conduct­ 
ed by Rev. R. Hotchkiss ami Rev. J. 
C. Lord. Eight officers with an escort 
of a whole company of the Buffalo 
City guard bore the remains to the 
cathedral.

Pacific Coast Telegrams.

SA N F R A N C ISCO. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , March 13th. 
Dispatches from Palisades and Bat­ 
tle Mountain state that the Central 
Pacific Railroad track near the latter 
place is impassable fora a distance of 
about ten miles. The track is sunk 
down, culverts washed away by floods 
of water and severe storms of rain, hail 
and snow in the Sierra. No trains 
can come through till the track is re­ 
paired. 


ELKO. 


E l k o , March 13th. 
The snow storm of last night block­ 
aded the road between here and 
Toano. Up to this time no trains have 
been able to get through. It is now 
snowing and blowing witli no indica­ 
tions of a change. 


Woolen Mills on the Pacific Coast. 


The Bulletin, in reply to the inqui­ 
ries of a Mendocino county corres­ 
pondent, says that there are seven or 
eight woolen mills in California and 
two in Oregon. Two of those in this 
State are located in Sail Francisco, one 
at Sacramento, one at lilarysville, one 
at Stockton, one at San Jose, one at 
Los Gatos, and one at Los Angeles. 
The two in Oregon are located at Sa­ 
lem and Oregon City. Most of them 
are incorporated companies, though 
all of them are close corporations, and 
hence the amount of capital invested 
is not known, nor the profits of the 
business. These mills consume from 
3,000,000 to 4,000,000 pounds wool per 
annum. All of them send their goods 
to this market. One of the mills here 
has been largely occupied with East­ 
ern mercantile and Government or­ 
ders. 
The question of locating a 
mill in Mendocino county is, of course, 
one we do not care about deciding. 
San Francisco must necessarily be 
the outlet for the goods made, and 
while we would like to see a woolen 
mill In every important wool county 
of the State, it is an open question 
whether growers can work up their 
wool in their respective sections to 
better advantage than by shipping it 
direct to this city for a market. In 
most cases probably the latter course 
is the best. It is a shame that so little 
of the wool raised here is manufac­ 
tured into cloth before leaving the 
State, especially when we have to 
import so much of ourclothiug. There 
is room for more woolen mills and an 
increase in the capacity of those al­ 
ready in existence in the State. In 
connection with this subject, we may 
state that three leading wool grading 
and packing houses of the city will 
hereafter be located at Fifth and 
Townsend streets, directly opposite 
the Southern Pacific Railroad depot, 
and convenient to the Panama steam­ 
ers. This move will be of great ad­ 
vantage to raisers and shippers, as It 
will effect a considerable saving in the 
expense of drnyage, most of the wool 
going by raik________ 
A Dubuque young woman gave up 
the man she loved, and married the 
man proposed by her parents, being 
moved to obedience by four dollars 
and a sky-blue merino dress. 


PET BEARS. 


How They were Used Against a Band of Pray­ 
ing Women in Indianapolis. 


At 3:30 yesterday afternoon there 
were some half dozen votaries of Bac­ 
chus assembled in .Selking’s whisky 
dispensary, just south of the Post- 
oittce. Two of them were negotiating 
for hot rum punches witli Johnny 
Keen, the bartender, while the seedy 
spokesman of a small knot of three 
more was wondering why he hadn’t 
brought “them three glasses of lager.” 
Near the door was a red-nosed man, 
who was at the same time saying he 
would “take his’n straight, as usual.” 
Just then, according to the barkeeper 
and the other attaches of the saloon, 
the outer door opened bml eighteen 
Jadíes entered the room. Had a thun- 
derboldt fallen in the midst of the tip­ 
plers it could not have produced a 
greater sensation. The red-nosed man 
held his glass of Bourborn suspended 
between his nose and the bar, surpris­ 
ed to such an extent that he forgot to 
close his facial orifice, whiéh he had 
just opened to envelope the seductive 
fluid, while the other members of the 
party were equally dumbfounded and 
astonished. The spokeswoman of the 
party upon her entrance approached 
Keen, saying, "We have come to pray 
for you, and we hope you will stop 
selling this infernal liquor.” (By the 
way, he stutters beautifully, and the 
sudden operation of the praying wo­ 
men didn’t at all mend his speech.) 
“All r-r-ri-r-right, ladies, take seats.” 
the women sat down in front of the bar 
while Johnny, in honor of his guests, 
went back to the organ and started it 
upon one of the liveliest tunes the 
establishment could afford. He then 
went out where Selking kept his cub 
bears chained, and introduced the pair 
into the room, for he was resolved if 
the women prayed at all the whole 
crowd should have the full benefit of 
their orisons. The bears came. They 
went with a rush to the cracker box, 
beyond where the women were pre­ 
paring to pray. The negro porter, 
“Jim ,’’ proceeded the cubs, shouting 
as if in mortal terror, “De bars is 
coming 1 De bars!” and the ladies 
proceeded Jim, throwing themselves 
en masse against the door, through 
which they passed as best they could, 
but to the no small derangement of 
drapery and “fixings.” It was plain 
to be seen that the subsequent pro­ 
ceedings interested them no more. It 
was truly remarkable how suddenly, 
too, the absorbers of liquids lost all 
interest in their cocktails and hot

unches. The seedy man who had 
een vociferous in his cries for “ larger 
for throe” jumped up on a table and 
began to execute a sort of terrific jig 
to keep himself up as high as possible 
out of the reach of the bears. The 
man with the red nose forgot all 
about his whisky straight, and the 
lust that was seen of him his coat­ 
tails were standing ac right angles 
with his body as lie passed through 
the rear door. The only ones who 
kept their presence of mind were the 
bears, and they employed the time 
gloriously in munching the crackers 
which they had succeeded in over­ 
turning out of the locker.—[Indian­ 
apolis Journal, Feb. 24th. 
Lost for Four Years. 


The prison attached to the Fifty- 
seventh street Police Court was this 
week the scene of an incident as affect­ 
ing and as strange as could be found 
in any novel. A woman named Lizzie 
Jones, whose real name is Lizzie Hen­ 
nessy, was committed last week by 
Justice Murray for intoxication. Not­ 
withstanding the condition she was in 
it was evident that she had seen better 
days: but those who saw her at the 
bar bespattered with mud and hair 
disheveled could only conjecture the 
probable causes which, like many an­ 
other unfortunate, led her to a life of 
dissipation. A day or two after a boy 
named Tommy Hennessy, nine years 
of age, was set down for vagrancy, 
having no home, no father and no 
friends—in fact, a waif he was then be­ 
lieved to be who had come upon the 
world no one knew when, where or 
how. 
The moment Mrs. Hennessy saw 
him she ran towards him, and throw­ 
ing her arms around his neck, cried 
out, “ My poor child.” She claimed 
to be the mother of the child, and said 
she had lost him nearly four years ago. 
Mr. Cunningham, the prison-keeper, 
refused to believe her, but she soon 
convinced him. A cherry mark was 
upon the child’s left shoulder, and if 
this mark was not upon this boy he 
was not hers. He was accordingly 
stripped, much to the little fellow’s 
surprise, and there, sure enough, was 
the cherry mark where described by 
the mother. Four years ago she said 
her husband died, leaving her in des­ 
titute circumstances with five chil­ 
dren, Tommy being the oldest. The 
youngest, a baby, died; the Bisters of 
the Catholic Protectory took two, and 
her brother, a liquor dealer of some 
note in the Twenty-first ward, has the 
other; but he does not know of her 
present degraded condition. 
She placed Tommy with a nurse, 
while sne went out to earn his support 
and her own. 
The child and the 
woman who took charge of him sud­ 
denly disappeared, and that was the 
lost she heard of him until she found 
him, like herself, In a prison. She at­ 
tributed her dissipation to the loss of 
her child, but now that she has him, 
she will, when she gets out, sho says, 
endeavor to lead a better life and be a 
different woman. Tommy, who is now 
in the Protectory with his brothers, 
relates his adventures thus: He was 
left on some rocks in an uptown va­ 
cant lot by his cruel nurse, who was 
drunk, and a policeman took him to 
the station, from which he was taken 
to Randall’s Island. He was “ bound 
out,” after being a long time there, to 
a tradesman in New Rochelle, who ill- 
treated him to such an extent that a 
widow lady living near by took pity 
on him and, giving him twenty-five 
cents, advised him to run away. He 
did so, and came to New York, only 
again to fall into the hands of the 
“cops,” and to bo sent to the Protec­ 
tory. He manifested no emotion of 
any kind on finding he had a mother, 
but he was very glad to know he had 
brothers, and that he was to meet 
them so soon.—[N. Y. Herald, Feb. 2d.

started off at full speed in the direction 
of the village. The fugitives were at 
once espied by some of the guards, 
who fired a number of shots, one of 
which struck White and brought him 
to the ground with a wound which 
may prove fatal. His companion was 
hotly pursued and captured after a 
lively chase. The wounded man was 
taken to the hospital in a critical con­ 
dition, while Smith was consigned to 
a dark cell, in the solitude of which he 
will be afforded ample time to ponder 
over his rash attempt to defeat the 
ends of justice.—[N. Y. Herald, March

Inform ation for Settlors. 
Within the boundaries of the State 
of California, there are millions of 
acres of public lands, much of it par­ 
ticularly adapted to the culture of thq 
grape and other fruits. In this county 
there are a good many acres of these 
lands, much of them still unsurveyed, 
and though some portions are too 
rough for cultivation or too destitute 
of water to make them profitable, 
(here are yet i*oom for many fine fruit 
farms an d vineyards. Some steps 
should be taken to collect and dissem­ 
inate correct information about these 
lands; information that would be of 
use to intending settlers. The Legis­ 
lature ought to provide for the collect­ 
ing of in fo rm atio n ab o u t all the un­ 
settled lands of the State,[and its publi­ 
cation in a convenient form for general 
distribution. In no other way could 
so much be done toward filling up our 
unoccupied lands with a thrifty and 
industrious population. Correct infor­ 
mation can easily be got at the Gov­ 
ernment land offices concerning the 
public lands The grant lands, school 
lands and other lands held by the 
State and individuals’ that are still 
unoccupied comprise a large area of 
the State, and while information 
about them might be more difficult to 
obtain, it could still be secured with­ 
out any particular trouble. The own­ 
ers of lands that are for sale would 
willingly afford every facility for the 
collection of data, and if the Legisla­ 
ture cannot be induced to make pro­ 
vision for issuing such a document, 
these land-owners would doubtless 
contribute towards doing so. 


Stay at Home. 
Medill, in his editorial correspond­ 
ence to the Chicago Tribun», calls at­ 
tention to the fact that wealthy 
French people rarely travel abroad, 
but holding firmly to the belief that 
their own country is the best in the 
world, remain at home and spend their 
money in their own land. Wealthy 
Americans might profitably pattern 
after them. Millions are annually 
spent in the demoralizing tom-fooler- 
ies of this same France by Americans, 
that could much better be devoted to 
improving and embellishing of their 
homes. If they must travel,they ought 
at least to acquaint themselves with 
the wonders of their native land before 
they go to foreign countries. It is 
safe to say that of the thousands who 
y^-ly go to Europe, not one in a hun- 


dmd is at all familiar with the grand 
scenery of the West, and few who 
cross the Atlantic have ever seen the 
Mississippi or the Rocky Mountains. 
The great lakes, the Upper Missis­ 
sippi, the mountains of Colorado 
and California afford scenery that 
eclipses the finest portions of Switzer­ 
land, and if climate is to be consid­ 
ered, Southern California is to be pre­ 
ferred to Italy. A citizen of the 
United States ought to be ashamed to 
be caught among the Alps or on the 
Rhine until he has seen the Yo Semite. 


The New Hampshire Election. 
The returns from the election in 
New Hampshire on the 10th arg suffi­ 
ciently full to show that there is no 
choice for Governor. Weston, the 
Democratic candidate, leads his Re­ 
publican competitor, but the prohibi­ 
tion candidate received enough votes 
to prevent an election, and the matter 
will have to be settled by the Legisla­ 
ture. To the Senate there have been 
elected four Democrats and four Re­ 
publicans, while in four districts there 
was no choice. The House will prob­ 
ably be Democratic. 
I nclu d in g to-day, there are but 
fifteen days remaining of the present 
session of the Legislature, and in that 
time many of the most important 
measures before the two Houses must 
be considered and disposed of. Free­ 
man’s bill to regulate fares and freights 
will no doubt occupy a large portion 
of the spare time of the Senate, and 
there is much unfinished business be­ 
sides. In this state of affairs, the Ap­ 
portionment bill ought to go over to 
another session, by which time possi­ 
bly, a more equitable arrangement 
may be affected. 
T h e funeral ceremonies of ex-Presi­ 
dent Fillmore, which took place in 
Buffalo on Thursday, were of the most 
impressive character. A committee 
of three United States Senators was 
appointed to attend as a mark of re­ 
spect, and all the public and many 
private buildings were draped in 
mourning._______________ 
T h e Eastern papers are now revel­ 
ling over the recitation of the ex­ 
ploits of our California bandit, Vas- 
quez. It is a sort of relief to them, 
after the experience they have had 
with train robbers, to know that other 
parts of the country are afflicted in a 
similar manner. 


Arizona Items. 
The Miner says that Mr. T. W. 
Brooks has recently returned there 
from a trip to the Bradshaw and Wal­ 
nut Grove mining districts, and im­ 
parted information from which we 
compile: 
George Monroe, John Timmons and 
others are running four arrastras, by 
horse power, on Humbug creek, and 
making good pay. They have the 
richest kind of tree gold ore. 
At Walnut Grove a Mr. Hill is con­ 
structing an arrastra, and Messrs. 
Condron & Wade are erecting what 
Mr. B. called a quartz mill. Rich 
float rock was recently found near the 
Placentas and prospectors were “trac­ 
ing” it, hoping to find the ledge from 
which said float started. 


State Fishery Commissioners, 
The report of the State ('ommission- 
ers of Fisheries, just published, details 
the operations, under the supervision 
of that body for the past two years, for 
the improvement and preservation of 
the fisheries of the inland waters. A 
larger portion of the document is de­ 
voted to a description of the prepara­ 
tions made in the early part of last 
year, for an extensive importation of 
choice varieties of Eastern fish, to 
stock the lakes and rivers of this State 
by means of an aquarium car. As will 
be remembered, the enterprise failed, 
when about one-lmlf the distance had 
been accomplished with most encour­ 
aging prospects, by a deplorable acci­ 
dent on the Union Pacific Railroad, by 
which the aquarium car was wrecked 
and its choice collections of fresh and 
salt-water fish were deposited promis­ 
cuously in one of the wild steams of 
the plains. The effort, however, was 
not without beneficial results in the 
experience afforded, which will enable 
the Commissioners to curry out future 
undertakings of the kind with entire 
success, barring the occurrence of accl- 
dents 
After the loss of the aquarium car, 
Livingstone Stone, of the United States 
Fishery Commission, who was^ in 
charge of the enterprise, returned East 
and procured 40,000 young shad from 
the New York State Hatching Works, 
at Castleton, on the Hudson, which 
w’ere conveyed safely and in good or­ 
der across the continent. Five thous­ 
and of these were deposited in Great 
Salt Lake, and the remaining 35,000 
were placed in the Sacramento ltiver, 
near the railroad bridge at Tehama, 
on the 2d of July last. Previous to 
this deposit the Commissioners re­ 
ceived 10,000 young shad from the 
East in the Summer of 1871, which 
were also placed in the Sacramento. 
From the ascertained habits of the 
fish, the young find their way to the 
sea, and are absent three years, when 
they return fully developed to their 
early haunts to propagate. A few of 
the pioneers return the second year, to 
establish the bearings of the route of 
travel for the main school, as may be 
supposed, and several half-grown shad 
were taken near the mouth of the Sac­ 
ramento last season. It is therefore 
evident that the school of 1871 are alive 
and flourishing, and their return up 
the Sacramento in a body is looked for 
during the coming month of June. 
The Commissioners will endeavor to 
protect the fish from capture to facili­ 
tate their increase as far as possible, 
and will establish breeding stations 
on the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers. The protection will also be 
maintained until after the return of 
the large school of 40,000, due in the 
Summer of 1876, and if successful the 
Commissioners anticipate thereafter 
an abundant supply of this choice 
species of fish throughout the rivers 
of the State. A rigid legislative en­ 
actment is asked for to the end in 
view. 
In the Fall of 1872 the Commission­ 
ers undertook the introduction of the 
favorite white fish, from the great 
Northern lakes of the East. After an 
examination of different bodies of 
water, Clear Lake was selected as af­ 
fording the necessary conditions for 
the successful breeding of the species. 
The eggs are exceedingly delicate, and 
the first consignment proved an. entire 
loss. With the second consignment, 
a skillful and experienced manager 
was more successful, and his labors 
resulted in hatching twenty-five thou­ 
sand healthy young white fish, which 
were placed in the lake. From this 
start it is hoped, in a reasonable time, 
to stock all the suitable waters in the 
State. The main object of the Com­ 
mission is to get the most desirable 
fish here, and acclimated to California 
waters, after which they may be bred 
artificially and distributed to any ex­ 
tent. The white, fish requires a clear 
field of pure lake water. It is taken 
only by seining or trapping. 
During the last year, with the limit­ 
ed means at their command, the Com­ 
missioners have been active in dis­ 
tributing and increasing the supplies 
of native fish of the best varieties. 
They have conveyed about 10,000 Lake 
Tahoe trout to tne South Yuba river; 
trout from the mountain lakes have 
been placed in the North Fork of the 
American river, and 6,000 Tahoe trout 
have been placed in Lake Merced. 
They have also purchased 2,000 of the 
Eastern red speckled trout (Salino 
Fontanalis), which were placed in the 
North Fork of the American river, 
near the summit; 2,000 of the same 
and 6,000Tahoe trout have been placed 
in the head-waters of Alameda creek, 
and 2,000 mere of the Eastern speckled 
trout in San Andreas reservoir. 
It is the intention of the Commis­ 
sioners, the present year, to renew the 
effort to bring across the continent the 
best food fishes of the East, in an 
aquarium car, on an enlarged scale, 
profiting by the experience of the pre­ 
vious attempt;, which only failed by 
unavoidable accident. The loss sus­ 
tained by that misfortune was nearly 
$4,000, but a portion of the amount 
will be restored by a settlement with 
the railroad company. The commis­ 
sion asks for furtker moderate assist­ 
ance from the Legislature to carryout 
their schemes so promising of great 
S 
iublic benefit, and, considering the 
act that members devote their own 
time and services without compensa­ 
tion, and that the total expenditure 
of the commission, through its four 
years of operation, has fallen within 
the sum of $7,000, tne institution seems 
worthy of full confidence and encour­ 
agement.—[Bulletin. 


Tough on Horseflesh. 
The somewhat noted and novel bet, 
says the Arizona Citizen, made Janu­ 
ary 23d, between S. R. DeLong, of 
Tucson, and Hugh McCrum, of San 
Francisco, has been withdrawn. The 
bet was for $2,000 on the part of De­ 
Long that he could ride his horse 
Jerry from here to San Francisco in 
twenty-five days, leaving Tucson 
March 20th, and arriving at the desti­ 
nation on or before Aprii 14th, and on 
the part of McCrum that the feat could 
not be done. The forfeit was $500, 
which was given to Mr. DeLong. The 
wager, if tested as intended, would 
have attracted great attention and in­ 
duced much betting; in facta number 
of bets were made in this town. The 
distance is commonly regarded 1,000 
miles, but we are assured that it is not 
over 917. Equally reliable judges of 
endurance in horses, differed in opin­ 
ion regarding the capacity of Jerry to 
win. We heard men offer to bet as 
high as $1,000 either way. What in­ 
duced Mr. McCrum to change his 
opinion or to withdraw the stakes and 
surrender the forfeit, we have not 
learned. _______________

The Mines of San Bernardino. 
The following interesting facts relat­ 
ing to the mines of the mountain 
ranges of SR» Bernardino and the 
northern portion of Sun Diego county, 
are published in the San Bernardino 
Guardian of Saturday last: “Theen­ 
tire Han Bernardino mines are metalif- 
erous. The vast and sterile belt of 
country, extending from the Sierra, or 
San Bernardino range tothe Colorado, 
is more or less a treasure bed, and con­ 
tains inexhaustible deposits of silver, 
lead, gold and copper. Mines of ex­ 
traordinary richness are already being 
worked with most gratifying sue -ess, 
from the Twenty-nine Palms to Hol­ 
combe valley. At Holcombe valley, 
already famous for its gold mines both 
(juartz and placer, valuable discoveries 
are being made dally. Ham Curtis, 
Baird, Col. Wilson and others, have 
lately been investing largely in these 
recent discoveries. The Twenty-nine 
Palms are also pronounced by (juartz 
experts, such as “ Joggles” \\light, of 
Nevada fame, to be very rich; in fact, 
Mr. W/ight pronounced that camp to 
be one of the richest on the coast. In 
the San Jacinto range (divided from 
the Han Bernardino by the famous 
San Gorgon io Pass) very rich gold and 
silver quartz mines havejust been dis­ 
covered; while the latest “ strike” of 
all, on the Yucipa, promises to be the 
most important. On the Aiuagouisa, 
in the extreme northern part of the 
county, silver, lead aud gold mines 
have already been worked. The Clark 
District mines are already famous; so 
are those of the Ivanpali, New York 
and Ord Districts. Tiie Temescal tin 
mines have a world-wide reputation; 
they are the richest on the continent. 
Very rich deposits of tin have also 
been found at a point in the prolonga­ 
tion of the Temescal range, about 
twelve miles south of the town of Han 
Bernardino. Deep and extensive de­ 
posits of placer gold exist at Lytle 
Creek, ana have been worked. In the 
portion of the county embraced in the 
Colorado desert, borax, zinc, plum­ 
bago, sulphur, soda and other minerals 
are known to exist in large quantities. 
Coal is said to have been found in the 
southern portion of thecounty; andan 
important discovery of quicksilver is 
just reported from Temescal. We do 
not exaggerate when wc say that our 
county is a vast treasure bed, only 
awaiting the sesame touch of capital 
and skill to yield up its inexhaustible 
deposits of mineral wealth.” 
Life-saving stations are to be es­ 
tablished on the Pacific coast. It will 
require but $250,000 to carry out the 
programme, which is small compared 
with the good likely’ to be accom­ 
plished.

Los Angeles County— Its Climate and 
Resources. 


We are constantly in receipt of com­ 
munications from people living in the 
East, making inquiries in regard to 
our climate, the industrial resources 
of the county, and particularly about 
its adaptability as a residence for in­ 
valids. Though much has been pub­ 
lished on this subject, thefe is still a 
great lack of information, and as an 
answer to a class of inquiries that we 
have found it impossible to attend to 
separately, we republish from the re- 
jKirt of tiie State Board of Health the 
admirable paper contributed by J. P. 
Widney, M. D., 011 the climute and 
diseases of this county. It has the ad­ 
vantage over anything that a uon-prdi- 
fessional writer might say, of beiii£ 
the result of the observations of a care­ 
ful, competent and thoroughly edu­ 
cated physician, and having been pre­ 
pared for an official publication, its 
statements may he taken as authori­ 
tative: 
The writer introduces liis subject 
with a brief glance at the 
TOPOGRAPHY OF 
SOUTHERN 
CALI­ 
FORNIA. 
California, apart from its minor dif­ 
ferences and peculiarities of climate, 
is divided by one prominent headland 
upon the coast into two climatic divi­ 
sions. That headland is Point Con­ 
ception. North of it the northwest 
wind, cold and bracing, but to the in­ 
valid and feeble chilling and depress­ 
ing, reigns supreme. 
The Sierra run parallel with the 
coast, but far in the interior, allowing 
a system of long valleys with a gen­ 
eral northwesterly bearing, which are 
swept full length by the prevailing 
current of cold air. 
Near Point Conception, however, 
the main range of the Sierra and the 
coast line draw near to each other, 
while spurs und broken mountains in­ 
terrupt the system of valleys and op- 
f 
iose a barrier to the cold air current 
roiii the northwest. 
The coast begins to deviate from its 
general northwesterly bearing and 
trends sharply to the east. The result 
is a mild, equable climate, with only a 
gentle west wind from the ocean cool­ 
ing the air. 
. 
The mountain chains follow near the' 
coast, except at w’liat is known as the’ 
Los Angeles country. Here they bear 
off directly eastward, and circling 
around to again approach the sea wall 
in a system of valleys having an a rn 
of some three thousand square miles, 
and extending back nearly one Jiun- 
me hr 
dred miles from the ocean. 
Thus 
while at other points in sou them Cali­ 
fornia the only available climate tobe 
found is a strictly coast alúnate, with 
its attendant moisture and occasional 
chill, there is here a choice ranging 
from the coast to the warm, dry, shel­ 
tered interior. 
TOPOGRAPHY. 
The Los Angeles valley, broad and 
open, faces southward upon the oeean. 
Toward the southeast it narrows into 
a coast plain twelve miles in depth 
by sixty in length reaching towards 
San Diego. Eastward it merges into 
the San Bernardino valley^ sixty miles 
in length. 
Other smaller valleys 


during the Summer and Autumn. 
This is commonly either an intermit 
tent or bilious remittent. After a wet 
Winter, followed by a hot Summer, 
cases are not uncommon in these lo­ 
calities of typho-malarial fever. Much 
of this sickness can be traced to houses 
built low upon the ground, without 
proper attention to ventilation or the 
circulation of air under the floor. 
Persons living in properly constructed 
houses seldom suffer. Over the greater

►ortion of the country, however, ma 
aria is unknown. 


rarely seen. After four years of active 
•ractice 1 cannot recall a case. Dr.

Edgar, after some eight years in the 
country, gives the same testimony. 
Dr. Griifin, after upwards of twenty 
years in the practice of his profession, 
says he has seldom seen a case. The 
same may be said of typhus. 
In the same localities where typho- 
malarial fever is found, a tendency to 
inflammation of the liven sometimes 
'abcess, can be noticed. Tenderness of 
the liver is a feature of nearly all the 
fevers. 
I have seen a number of cases of 
cirrhosis of the liver, with albuminu­ 
ria and degeneration of the kidney, 
but they have been clearly traceable 
to the use for years of sour wines and 
other forms of spiritous liquor. Habit, 
ahd not climate, was here at fault. 
Miasmatic neuralgias, periodic in 
recurrence and curable with quinine, 
¿tfa frequent in the same localities 
tWht furnish fever cases. Pneumonia 
and bronchitis are rare. 
Rheumatism, generally in a sub­ 
acute form, is occasionally met with, 
but is not common. I have noticed a 
singular tendency to traumatic tetan­ 
us at certain seasons, especially fol­ 
lowing lecerated wofmefs. One case, 
apparently idiopathic, has come under 
my observation. 
Phthisis, originating In the country, 
is, I think, very seldom found. A few 
deaths occur from it among the Span­ 
ish, especially where there has been a 
mixing of bloods, with a resulting di 
minished vitality. The per cent of 
cases to population is, however, very 
small. 
Many persons in the different stages 
<rf the disease come from abroad, hop- 
fcig for relief from the climate. Most 
of them come too late, and death is, if 
anything, hastened by the fatigue of 
the journey and the change from home 
comforts to hotel life. Persons with 
only a predisposition to the disease, or 
still in Its early stages, especially if 
they go to the Mission Valley, or live 


_ 
eys 
branch off and wind througli the 
mountains. All of these valleys are 
walled in upon the north by moun­ 
tains from five thousand to nine 
thousand feet high, sheltering them 
from the north wind. 
The rains and 
melting snows of these mountains 
feed many streams, which are exten­ 
sively used for irrigation. 
CLIMATE. 
The climate is essentially that of the 
northern part of the State, but robbed 
of its cold wind and grown softer and 
milder. The sun, five hundred miles 
nearer the tropics than at San Fran­ 
cisco, shines with an increased fervor, 
but the nights are cool and the air dur­ 
ing the day never has the intense heat 
of the northern interior valleys. The 
seasons are later by several weeks 
than in the Sacramento valley. The 
rains hardly set fairly in before the 
latter part of December, while the 
Spring is cool and delayed. The late 
commencement of Winter is due to 
the fact that the rain current first 
strikes the coast far to the north and 
travels backward, reaching San Fran­ 
cisco after it does Oregon, and Los An­ 
des still later than San Francisco, 
'he tardy Spring is no doubt in part 
due to the snow upon the surrounding 
mountains. Upon some of them the 
snow lies irom December to June. 
Warm south winds and a more verti­ 
cal sun prevents any excess of cold 
from this cause. The ripening orange 
at the foot of the mountain is watered 
from its crest. July, August and Sep­ 
tember are the mouths of the greatest 
heat, but the daily sea-breeze and fre­ 
quent night fogs are constantly equal­ 
izing the temperature. 
The daily 
average at Wilmington, the seaport of 
the country, is asshown by the records 
at the Drum Barracks: For January, 
55°; February, 56° 6'; March, 56° 9';

her, 68°; October, 66; November, 61° 
8'; December, 52° 2'; Annual rainfall 
is from twelve to fourteen inches. 
Different portions of the country de­ 
velop minor peculiarities as they may 
be in the direct line of the wind cur­ 
rent or sheltered by ranges of hills. 
Santa Monica and La Ballona upon 
the coast are to the system of valleys 
what San Francisco is to the larger 
valleys of the north. Here the sea­ 
breeze leaves the salt water to sweep 
inland. 
Large numbers of persons 
camp at these places and fill the sea­ 
side houses during the hot months to 
enjoy the bathing and the fresh, brac­ 
ing air. 
The valley of Mission San Gabriel, 
somewhat higher than the main Loe

Jii the region of the foothills, are often 
much benefitted. I am quite satisfied 
that the localities mentioned offer to 
¿such persons aclimate unequaled upon 
the coast. 
The warm, dry atmos 
pbere, free from the dampness and 
chill of the sea, and yet near enough 
to be preserved from excessive heat, is 
far superior to the air of either Santa 
Barbara or San Diego. The peculiar­ 
ity of the Los Angeles country is that 
it is a broad, deep valley, facing upon 
the ocean, so that while its foothills 
and its interior are tempered by the 
sea-breeze, they are still far enough 
from the coast for the air to become 
warm and dry before reaching them. 
The invalid or immigrant lias these 
advantages too, while living in what 
íb the center of business and popula­ 
tion of Southern California. 
Back of Los Angeles, and separated 
from the sea by the continuation of 
the Sierra, but entering through the 
San Gorgonio Pass, is the head of the 
Colorado Desert. With its heated at­ 
mosphere, almost devoid of moisture, 
and its hot springs, it will in the fu­ 
ture be one of the greatest resorts for 
the relief of chronic rheumatism. 
The line of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, now bnilding from Los Angeles, 
runs directly across the upper end of 
the desert. 
The well known healthfulnessof the 
climate of Los Angeles lias drawn a 
constant stream of the sick and infirm 
from the upper portion of the State, 
and from the East. In addition to 
these, the mining interior and Arizona 
send many of their diseased and disa­ 
bled here for treatment. These facts 
explain a mortality that otherwise 
might seem too high. It is only by 
carefully classifying the deaths and 
registering those which are the natu­ 
ral termination of disease brought here 
that the true mortality is established. 
When this is done, the per cent is 
found to be very small.

Propagation of Cholera. 


M. TelUer, ope Of the most acute of 
French observers, adopte the theory of 
the propagation <of cholera by invisi­ 
ble germs conveyed in the air or in 
water. He places np great reliance 
upon the effect of antiseptics upon the 
air itself, their'actlóu being, to say the 
least, doubtfül;’ánd, mbreover, he con­ 
siders the action of the germs un­ 
avoidably taken in 
respiration as 
comparatively iitocuous, because those 
taken into the lungs do not reach the 
intestines, and because such as are 
thus swallowed, being taken as it 
were in small quantities at a time, the 
vitality of the system is able to resist 
their action, in like manner as it over­ 
comes the action of poison taken in 
insignificant doses. M. Tellier thinks 
that it is by introduction of the germs 
into the alimentary canal, where they 
find conditions altogether favorable 
for their rapid multiplication and de­ 
velopment, that the disease is most 
frequently and piost fatally communi­ 
cated. He cites fruits as being especi­ 
ally calculated, some by their downy 
covering, as the apricot or the peach, 
others by the gummy or glutinous 
coating which most of them possess, 
to arrest and retain the germs carried 
by the air. Fruit should therefore be 
carefully washed, or the skins remov­ 
ed, in times of epidemic cholera. 


Bishop Kip. 


To-morrow morning at Good Tem­ 
plar’s Hall the impressive rite of con­ 
firmation will be administered by 
Bishop Kip, of the Episcopal Church. 
The Bishop will arrive to-day by the 
Orizaba from San Diego. The World 
of the 11th mentions the services of 
confirmation held in San Diego us 
follows: 
The Cliurcli of the Holy Trinity was 
crowded last night to far beyond its 
comfortable capacity by an exceed­ 
ingly fashionable and brilliant audi­ 
ence. For some time it liad been 
known amongst the Episcopalians of 
San Diego that Bishop Kip would be 
here to confirm persons of the Episco­ 
pal Communion who had been pre­ 
pared for that rite. Accordingly, lust 
night having been announced for the 
imposition of hands, twenty-four per­ 
sons presented themselves to receive 
the rite of confirmation. Bishop Kip, 
who is a large, handsome and impress- 
ive-looking man, prefaced the admin­ 
istration of the rite by an interesting 
and earnest discourse. He adds to a 
sonorous voice a very pleasing and ef­ 
fective elocution. He gave a very 
clear exposition of the nature of the 
ceremony and the effects which its 
proper reception should have on the 
conduct of the Christian. That done, 
the rite was administered by him in a 
formula very much more simple than 
that prescribed by the ritual of the 
Catholic Church. 


The Los Angeles Bar on the Death of Sen­ 
ator Sumner. 


Several members of the legal profes­ 
sion of this eity were formerly mem­ 
bers of the Suffolk, Mass., bar, and 
anxious to testify tneir realization of 
the great loss sustained in the death 
of Senator Sumner, they held a meet­ 
ing Thursday evening, at which the 
following resoultious were adopted: 
Resolved, That by the death of the 
Hon. Chas. Sumner, late U. S. Sen­ 
ator from Massachusetts, the nation 
has lost one of its most eminent, elo- 
S 
uent and patriotic defenders, whose 
fe has afforded a noble example of 
the highest statesmanship and an un­ 
yielding devotion tb the cause of hu­ 
man liberty and progress throughout 
the globe. 
Resolved, That in him the Com­ 
monwealth of Massachusetts beheld 
the fullest reflection of her advanced 
position in the path of intellectual 
and moral progress and the ablest ex­ 
ponent of her views upon leading so­ 
cial and national issues, and ipay well 
deplore his untim ely decease, coming, 
as it does, ju st before the proposed 
consummation of bis great labors. 
Resolved, That we, as having been 
members of th at bar of which he was 
an illustrious ornament, and as work­ 
ers in the same professional pursuits, 
mourn not only the eminent states­ 
man, but also tne distinguished advo­ 
cate and jurist, whose earlier labors 
and successes have made him, to so 
great an extent, our best exemplar. 


Tks Templetons.

Shooting Affray at Carson, Nevada. 


A shooting affray occurred at Carson 
about half-past six Tuesday evening 
between Ed. J. Parkinson, son of the 
£ 
roprietor of the Daily Tribune, and 
>. R. Sessions, local reporter of the 
Daily Appeal, resulting in the prob­ 
ably fatal wounding of Parkinson, who 
is shot in the groin. Sessions is 
slightly wounded in the right hand. 
The trouble grew out of an article 
which appeared in the Daily Appeal 
of Saturday morning in regard to the 
leniency of the District Judge iu sen­ 
tencing some prisoner who had been 
oonvlcted of grand larceny. The arti­ 
cle was commented on in the Tribune 
of Saturday evening as being indecent 
and vulgar. The Appeal of Saturday 
vindicated its course and referred 
to 
Parkinson, Sr., 
in 
language 
not very complimentary. 
On Sun­ 
day the latter gentleman met Ses­ 
sions and asked him if he was the 
writer of the several offensive articles. 
Sessions replying In the affirmative, 
Parkinson called him a puppy, when 
Sessions struck him in the face. Par­ 
kinson drew a revolver, and they were 
separated by friends. Parkinson, Jr,, 
then took up the quarrel on behalf of 
his father, and in a card In this eve­ 
nings Tribune refers to Sessions as “a 
low, dirty, mean, contemptible cur, 
too cowardly to meet one near his 
own age, but pup enough to strike a 
man who has seen the frost of fifty- 
three W inters.” 
This evening Ses­ 
sions and a friend were walking in the 
neighborhood of the Tribune office, 
when Parkinson came in sight, and 
was called a very foul name by Ses­ 
sions. Firing commenced immedi­ 
ately, Parkinson firing first. 
Nine 
shots were exchanged. Sessions was 
arrested and released on $10,000 bail. 


Speaker Shadd (negro) of the Miss­ 
issippi House of Representatives was 
born in Delaware, is thirty-seven 
years old, a printer by trade, and has 
been editor of a newspaper in Canada. 
One of hia sisters is principal of a high 
school in Washington city, and an­ 
other is principal of a high school in 
Louisiana. He has a brother practic­ 
ing law in Arkansas. 


It has snowed every day since the 
first of this month in Oregon. Cattle 
east of the mountains are suffering 
severely from exposure, and many are 
dying.

Inyo County. 


The Independent feels greatly en­ 
couraged about the prospects or rail­ 
road communication with Los An­ 
geles. It says: “ We have it from 
good authority that earnest wrork is 
f 
oing on both in San Francisco and 
job Angeles in favor of the Cerro 
Gordo and Los Angeles narrow gauge. 
A number of capitalists in both places 
are very favorably disposed toward the 
enterprise, and we feel quite confident 
active work on the road will he com­ 
menced this very Spring. We truly 
believe there is not a more promising 
railroad enterprise offering on this 
coast. It will tap the most extensive 
and uniform mineral region in the 
world, which though scarcely touched, 
will even to-day furnish a fair paying 
business for such a road, and with the 
ten-fold Increase, greatly contingent 
but certain to follow its completion, 
places the probabilities of a grand suc­ 
cess for the undertaking entirely be­ 
yond question.” 
That such a road is demanded the 
following in regard to bullion and 
freighting from the same issue clearly 
indicates: “The Cerro Gordo and Los 
Angeles Freighting Company dispatch 
two heavy teams regularly every day 
from Cartigo loaded with bullion. The 
average load for each wagon is 170 
bars or a total each day of 340 bars 
equal to or a little in excess of 15 tons 
—about three-fifths as much a» the 
daily product of the furnaces when all 
are in full blast. We are reliably in­ 
formed that at the present time there 
is from fifteen to twenty thousand 
bars ahead of the teams. The Freight­ 
ing Company have 46 teams continu­ 
ally on the road, but of late they have 
been much retarded in their opera­ 
tions by the almost impassible condi­ 
tion of the roads especially down near 
Los Angeles. Besides high waters, 
which in one instance recently caused 
the loss of a portion of one team by 
drowning, and much trouble and dan­ 
ger at all times, there is (or were at 
least) a number of stretches where the 
roads have ‘ no bottom at all;’ but the 
difficulties from this source will soon 
cease altogether, and the capacity of 
the teams be increased to an equiva­ 
lent of eight more teams when the 
railroad begins to take their freight at 
San Fernando, which will be almost 
immediately.” 
Panamint is panning out largely 
too, as this item will show: 
Reports from Panamint district, 
Inyo county, are of the most encour­ 
aging character. As work progresses 
on the W yoming the ledge develops 
very flattering features, the ore assay­ 
ing from $200 to $2,500 per ton. The 
Little Chief also shows plenty of high 
t 
rade ore, some of it giving as high as 
3,000 per ton. John Copely, Superin­ 
tendent of Stewart’s Wonder, reports 
favorably. He says he has found a 
good deal of virgin silver in the mine. 
The silver belt of the Panamint meun- 
tains is destined to figure conspicu­ 
ously in the mining history of Califor­ 
nia and pay a large tribute to the 
prosperity of the State. 


The cotton mill hands of Pennsyl­ 
vania do not seem to be much better 
off than those of New England. Be­ 
fore the panic the mills were paying 
the women employed by them five or 
six dollars a week, and this has since 
been reduced fifteen per cent. It is 
not strange that they have struck. 
Yet American women prefer this life- 
and-death toil to employment as 
housemaids in respectable families.
